Russia's Thanks /or 
American 


Aid. 


A London cablegram says: Charles 
Emory Smith, the American Minister 
to Russia, and Mrs. Smith, have been 
filling social engagements sinci* their 
arrival here. 
In an interview Friday 
Mr. Smith said:—«*It is impMssible for 
Americans lo realize how much all 
Russians from the Czar down, a])pre- 
ciate the American 
reliel donations, 
which are practically the only foreign 
assistance so far received. 
The relief 
organization we instituted proved most 
ffiicient and had the warmest approval 
of the Russian Government, which was 
most 
necessary. 
America has given 
over one million roubles in food and 
money. 
We have paid much attention 
to Samara, where the famine is the 
worst. 
From that quarter of the Em- 
pire I have just received a report that' 
we have saved the cattle and horses ot 
loo German colonies and Russian vil- 
lages, are feeding 1200 people, and 
have bought seed ior 19,000 acres. As 
for the future, with the lelief in sight 
Irom America, a n d a continuance of 
local relief, I think the necessities of 
the distressed human beings will be 
provided for throughout the Summer, 
The greatest problem at present is the 
re-stocking of iarms and the furnishing 
of seed. 
One point the outside world 
has failed to recognize is the great work 
dune by the Russians themselves in 
helping the peasantry. 
Several arislo 
craiic families are taking the sole care 
of enormous numbers of destitute peo- 
pie, and many women in the highest 
St. Petersburg circle have gone to the 
provinces and established 
immense 
soup kitchens."

No 
one certainly would desire to inter- 
fere with honest eilurts by these men 
to accomplish a reformation of their 
lives, or to atone as far as possible 
for the mistakes of the past.

would do themselves and their cause 
no harm by being a trille more mod- 
est when speaking of the operaticjns

have made them 
notorious. 
An alfected modesty, no matter how

.Many Radical Changes for the 


Voters to Study Up on. 


The New Ballot Law reads as Ibl- 
Uows: 


¡SECTION 1. 
Be it enacted by the sen- 
ate and house of representatives of the 
^Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in gen- 
•eral assembly mot, and it is hereby en- 
.acted by the authority of the same, 
^that from and after March 1, 1893, all 
'ballots cast in elections for public of- 
'ficers within this Commonwealth shall 
^be printed and distributed at public 
•expense as hereinafter provided. 
The 
•printing of the ballots and of the cards 
of instruction for the elections in each 
-county, aud the delivery of the same to 
the election ofiicers, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and all other expenses incurred 
»under the provisions of this act shall 
'be a county charge iinless herein oth- 
•erwise provided, the payment of which 
shall be provided for in the same man- 
tneras the payment of other election ex- 
•penses. 
It shall bo the duty of the sec- 
Tetary of the Commonwealth to prepare 
sforms for all the blanks made necessary 
or advisable by this act, and to fur- 
bish copies of the same to the county 
^commissioners of 
each county, who 
shall procure 
farther copies of the 
«same 
at the cost of the county and 
•furnish them to the election officers or 
any other persons by whom they are to 
'be used in such quantities as may be 
'necessary to carry out the provisions 
"Of this act. 


THE 
NOMINATIONS, 


Section 2, 
Any convention of dele- 
rgates or primary meeting of electors, or 
«caucus held under the rules of a polit- 
ical party, or any board authorized to 


• certify nominations representing a po- 
litical party, which at the election 
*next preceding polled at least 3 per 
-centum of the largest entire vote for 
any office oust in the State, or in the 
«electoral district or division thereof 
for which such primary meeting, cau- 


• cus, convention or board desires to 
-make or certify nominations, may nom- 
inate one candidate for each oflice 
which is to be filled in the State, or in 
•the said district or division at the 
»next ensuing election, by causing a 
»certificate of nomination to be drawn 
•up and filed as hereinafter provided, 
»provided that any 
political 
party 
which polled three per centum of the 
-entire vote in the State at the election 
•next preceding at which a State officer 
was voted for mny make and certify 
•-^nominations according to the provis- 
dons of this section for any electoral di- 
•vision or district of the State, not'

»may have polled less than 3 per cen-

"to by thorn before an oflicer qualified 
"to administer oaths to be true to the

.a certificate of the oath shall bo annex- 
•cd to the certificate of nomination,

»to bo filled by the voters of the State at 
darge the number of qualified electora 
of the State signing such nomination 
paper shall bo at least one-half of 1 per 
'Centum of the largest vote for any of- 
ficer elected in the State at the lasl 
rproceeding election at which a State 
officer was voted for. In the case of all 
• other nominations, the number of qual- 
ified electors of the elactoral district

vit of at least five of the signers there- 
of, which affidavit shall accompany

WHAT MUST BE STATED. 


Section 4. 
All certificates of nomi- 
nation and nomination papers shall 
specify: 
(1) The party, or policy, 
which such candidate represents ex* 
pressed in not more than three words; 
in the case of electors of president and 
vice president of the United States the 
names of tho candidates for president 
and vice president may be added to 
the party or political appellation. 
(2) 
The name of each candidate nominated 
therein, his profession, business, or oc- 
cupation, if any, and his place of resi- 
dence with street and number thereon, 
if any. 
(3) 
The office for which such 
candidate is nominated, provided that 
no words shall be used in any nomina- 
tion papers to describe or designate 
the party or policy or p!>litical appel- 
lation represented by tho candidate 
named in such nomination papers ai 
aforesaid, identical with or similar to 
the words used for the like purpose in 
certificates of nomination made by a 
convention of delegates of a political 
party which at the last preceding elec- 
tion polled 3 per centum of the largest 
vote cast. 


Sec. 5. 
Certificates of nomination 
for candidates for the offices of presi- 
dential electors and.members of the 
Bouse or representatives or'tTie United 
States, and for all State officers includ 
ing those of judges, senators and rep- 
resentatives, shall be filed with tho 
secretary of 
the Commonwealth 
at 
least 56 days before the election for 
which the candidates are nominated, 
and nomination papers for candidates 
for tho said offices shall be filed with 
the said secretary at least 40 days be- 
fore the day of such election. 


WnERE PAPEKS ARE FILED. 


Certificates of nomination and nomi^ 
nation papers for candidates for all 
other offices, except 
township 
and 
borough offices, shall bo filed with the 
county commissioners of the respec- 
tive counties at least 42 and 35 days 
respectively before the day of the elec- 
tion. 
Certificates of nomination and 
nomination papers for candidates for 
township and borough offices and elec- 
tion officers and school directors in the 
same shall be filed with the auditors 
of the respective townships and bor- 
oughs at least 10 and 7 days respectively 
before the day of the election. 


Sec. 6. The certificates of nomina- 
tion and nomination papers, being so 
filed and being in conformity with the 
provisions of this act, shall bo deemed 
to bo valid unless objections thereto 
are duly made in writing. 
(1.) In the 
case of certificates and papers designed 
for the State at large within 
30 days 
after the last day for the filing of such 
certificates and papers. 
(2.) In the 
case of other certificates and papers 
except those designed for borough and 
township officers within 20 days after 
the last day for the filing of such cer- 
tificates and papers. 
(3.) 
In the case 
cf certificates and papers designed for 
borough ard township officers within 
three days after the last day for tho 
filing of such certificates and papers. 
Objections as to form or apparent con- 
formity or non-conformity to law of 
certificates or papers designed for tho 
State at large shall bo filed with tho 
secretary of the commonwealth, and 
shall be considered by him conjointly 
with the auditor general and attorney 
general, and shall be decidcd finally by 
a majority of these officers. 


TO SETTLE OBJECTIONS, 


Objections of the same kind to other 
certificates and papers, except those 
for borough and township offices, shall 
be filed with tho county 
commission- 
ers, and shall be decided finally by a 
majority of them. 
Objections of tho 
same kind to certificates and papers 
designed for borough and township 
ofiices shall be filed with the auditors, 
and shall be decided by a majority of 
them, All objections as to the validity 
of certificates or papers, other than ob- 
jections as to form or apparent con- 
formity as heretofore described shall, 
in the case of certificates or papers de- 
signed for tho State at large, be filed 
in the court of common pleas of Dau- 
phin county, and in the case of all 
other certificates and papers such obli- 
gations shall be filed in any court oi 
common pleas within the judicial dis- 
trict of which such election district or 
division or part thereof for which such 
certificates or papers are designed may 
be situated. 
In cose tho court is in 
session one or more judges of the court 
shall immediately proceed to hear such 
objections without

PROVISION FOB WITITDRAWAIJ. 


Sec. 7. 
Any person whose namohaa 
been presented ns a candidace may 
cause his name to be withdrawn from 
nomination by request 
in 
writing, 
signed b^ him and acknowledged be- 
fore an officer qualified to take acknowl- 
edgements of deeds, and filed with tho 
secretary of the commonwealth 15 days, 
or with the county commissioners of tho 
proper countj 12 days, as tho case may 
bo, previous to the day of election, anc^ 
no name so withdrawn shall be printed 
upon the ballots. 


Sec, 8. All certificates of nomination 
and nomination papers when filed shall 
be open under proper regulations to 
public inspection, and shall bo pre- 
served not less than two years in tho 
ofiices where thev have been filed. 


¡Sec. y. 
Tne secretary ot tne com- 
monwealth shall, 10 days üt least prev- 
ious to tho day of any election ol Un- 
ited States or State officers, transmit to 
to the county commissioners and tho 
sherifi'in each county in whicli such 
election is to be held duplicate official 
lists stating the names and residences of 
and parties or policies represented by 
all candidates whose nomination cer- 
tificates or papers have been filed with 
him as herein provided for such election, 
and have not been found and declared 
to bo invalid as provided in section 
six, and to be voted for at each voting 
place in each such county respectively 
substantially in the form of the ballots 
to bo used therein. 
The county com- 
missioners of each co*anty shall also 
send to the sherift' of their county at

PnOCLAIMING THE ELKCTIONS.

It shall be tho duty of tho 
sherifi'of every county at least 10 days 
before any election to be held therein, 
except for township and borough offi- 
cers, to give notice of the same by 
proclamations posted up in tho most 
public places in every election district, 
and by advertisements in at least two 
newspaj^ers, if there bo so many pub- 
lished in the county, representing so 
far as practicable the political parties 
which at tho preceding election cast 
the largest and next largest number ol 
votes; and in every such proclamation 
or advertisement he shall: (1)

trict need not contain tho names of 
any candidates but those to IJC voted 
for in such district, 
(2) 
Designate 
the place at which tho election is to 
be held. 
(3) 
He shnll give notice 
that every person excepting justices of 
tho peace, who shall hold any office or 
appointment of profit or trust under 
the government of the United States, 
or ofj-his State, orof anj citj or incoj- 
poratea aisirict, wneiner a commis- 
sioned officer, or otherwise a subordi- 
nate officer or agent who is or shall be 
employed under the legislative, execu- 
tive or judiciary department of this 
State or of the United States, or of any 
city or incorporated district, and also 
that every member of congress and of 
the State Legislature and of the Select 
or Common Council of any city or com- 
missioners of any incorporated district, 
is by law incapable of holding or exer- 
cising at tho same time the office or 
appointment of judge, inspector 
or 
clerk of any election of this Common- 
wealth, and that no inspector, judge or 
other ofiiser of any such election shall 
be eligible to any office to be then 
voted ior except that of an election 
officer. 


IN CASE OP DEATn. 


SEC. 11, 
It case of the death or 
withdrawal of any candidate nominat- 
ed as herein provided tho party, con- 
vention, primary nieetpg, caucus or 
board or the citizens who 
nominated 
such candidate may nominate a sub- 
stitute in his place by 
filling 
in the 
proper office at any time before the 
day of election a nomination certifi- 
cate or paper which shall conform to 
all the requirements of this act in re- 
gard to original certificates or papers, 
provided that if tho said convention or 
citizens shall have authorized 
any 
committee to make nominations in the 
eVent of the death or withdrawal 
oi 
candidates, tho said convention shali 
not be required to re-convene, nor the 
said citizens to sign a new 
nomi- 
nation paper, but the said committee 
shall have power to file tho roquisitt 
nomination certificate or paper, which

(naming all its memberi) of tho death 
or withdrawal of th6 candidate, and of 
tho action of the committio th«r«on;

verified by the affidavit annexed to the 
certificate or paper of two members of 
tho committee, and also of at least two 
of tho officers of tho convention 
who

nal certificato, or two of the citizens 
who made aflidavit to the original pa- 
per; and provided also that in caso of 
a substituted nomination paper not 
filed by a committee but signed by 
citizens, it shall only bo necossary that 
two-thirds of tho signers of the said 
paper shall have been signers of the 
original paper.

have died or withdrawn. 
Tho names 
of candidates shall be presented in the 
following manner and order: 


In the case of certificates of nomina- 
tions made by a convention ofdek- 
^ates, or otherwise as described in sec-

ConiinueU on Uth l-'age, j 
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For three years the counties of Starr, 
Hidalgo, Porlicas, Sapata, Mexico, and 
Duvall, Texas, have been subjected to 
a drouth of such severity as to render 
the growth of necessaries of life almost 
innpossible. 
The season for planting 
has passed, and, early crops having 
been killed by the frost, there is no 
hope for relief unless Summer rains 
should secure a light Fall crop. The 
loss of stock, the depreciation in values 
of all kinds of property, the inability 
of ranchmen to procure money for pay- 
ment of taxes, the prevalence of small- 
pox throughout a section 
extending 
through San Ignacio, in Zapata coun- 
ty to Rio Grande city in Starr county, 
and the baneful effects of the Garza 
revolution, combined, produce a des- 
titution heretofore unknown. 
Some of 
the people are eating the meat of cat- 
tle which have died from disease, and 
others are curing the flesh for furure 
use. 
Losses on cattle, the principal 
industry of this section, are estimated 
at 80 per cent., and in Neuces county 
alone 60,000 head have died. The 
famine district contains a population 
estimated at 15,000 to 20,000 people, 
and probably one-fourth of this num 
ber require assistance, while the re- 
sources of the balance are only ade- 
quate to maintain themselves and fam- 
ilies. 
The people have appealed to the 
State in vain, and 
another appeal, 
signed by the leading citizens, and ad 
dressed to the public, has been publish- 
ed, asking for corn and other supplies, 
to be addressed to the Central Com- 
mittee, Starr county. 


Two rural counterfeiters came to 
grief in Reading Thursday evening. 
They were Abraham Hoffert and Ja- 
cob Wilson, of Mohnsville. 
They be- 
lieved it would be a great 
financial 
scheme to make 5-cent pieces out of 
lead, and take them to Reading and 
pass them off. 
They made a rude sort 
of die, and, loading themselves heavily, 
went into Reading, 
They tendered a 
lew of them at a peanut stand. Before 
they had gone far the peanut vender 
followed them and demanded 
good 
money, and during the altercation a 
policeman arrested them. 
They tried 
to get rid of their stock by throwing it 
into the gutter, but it was gathered up 
to be used as evidence against 
them. 
Friday morning they were released on 
bail. 


Deputy United States Marshal Ma- 
thieson, with two Indian police, arriv- 
ed at Rapid City, S. D., from Rosebud 
agency, Sunday, with Stewart Rennis. 
The prisoner was at Carlisle Training 
School ten years. On his return to 
the reservation he returned to barbar- 
ism. 
A year ago he joined the Indian 
troop of the sixth Cavalry from which 
he was recently discharged. 
He was 
arraioged before the Commissioner 0'- 
Conner on the charge ot taking whis- 
key to the reservation and assaulting 
Indian policemen. 
He pleaded guilty 
and was bound ovei to the Grand Jury. 


Dr. Ruy Barboza, a member of the 
Brazilian 
Provisional 
Government, 
which has since gone out of power, 
has published letters to the effect that 
the present reciprocity treaty between 
the United States and Brazil is not 
holding, as theclausc that the United 
States should not grant like privileges 
to any European country, wliich Bra- 
zil insisted in being in the treaty, was 
not inserted, and other treaties have 
been made. 
B(jth General Foster and 
Brazilian Minister Mendonca at Wash- 
ington deny the allegations of Dr. 
Barboza. 


Abraham Pecoli, of New York, was 
to have married a Miss Palouski Sun- 
day night. 
Sunday afternoon he went 
to a barber shop to have his beard and 
•whiskers trimmed, and fell asleep on 
the chair.

3. Bill narrow and notched 
to keep the fish from slipping tho wrong 
way; these aro the fish ducks, knowu as 
mergansers—beautifully plumaged ducks 
QOt often shot with us. 
Of course this 
paper cannot 
go into description of 
species. 
All ducks have strainer-like 
teeth, a soft bill, with a horny nail at 
tho 
tip. 
Divers, 
with 
which 
they 
are 
sometimes 
confused, 
have 
no 
teeth, and a horny 
beak throughout. 
Geese have the scales on the shins hexa- 
gonal (reticulate), while 
those on the 
ducks simply lap, like a shingled roof. 


Perhaps to the hunter the most inter- 
esting trait of the duck is the reguhrity 
of its migrations ana its persistent fond- 
ness for certain feeding grounds. 
There 
are places were ducks feed and places 
where they do not, though ordinarily 
one cannot see why one is not so good as 
the other. 


But there are times when ducks are 
everywhere and anyone who shoots may 
have a fine day's sport with little prep- 
aration. 
Sometimes to a favorite roost- 
ing place on a large pond they come 
whistling in between sunset and dark. 
Then take a stand, a strong shooting gun 
of good weight and bore, the best pow- 
der and the largest shot your gun will 
pattern well, and reach out for any duck 


experience. 


While all ducks feed promiscuously hud- 
dled, the various kinds soon 
flock 
to- 
gether in their 
flight. 
Mallards may bo 
known by their size, pintails by the tail 
plumes, teal by smallness and rapid wins:, 
wood duck by conspicuous markings and 
others by the sound made when fright- 
ened or the peculiar whistle of the wing 
or curve of 
flight. 
It requires close ob- 
servation tor all this. 
America is so rich 
in her varieties of this game that it takes 
an expert to classify many species of this 
game after they are iu hand. 


Canvas-backs, have a curiosity like 
that of tho antelcpe of the plains, and 
can be induced sometimes to swim near 
shore by tho display of some bright, 
moving object. 
Little dogs arc some- 
times trained to roll ludicrously iu view 
of flocks, while tho hunter lies in wait- 
ing. 
This is a trick said to havo been 
learned from the fox, who practises it 
upon the 
ducklings. 
Mallards 
decoy 
readily; so also do'teal and red-heads, 
and all may bo caused to come lower 
down by use of some of the excellent 
calls that can now be purchased. 
Some- 
times flocks can bo made to swerve fur- 
ther in shore by placing some conspicuous 
object far out, which they avoid, and the 
hunter in cornfield shooting, which is 
very uncertain sport, can sometimes tie 
his horse for similar effect. 
A few de- 
coys well arranged are, of course, a great 
help, but on water never set their heads 
down wind. 
A duck diflcrs from a 
horse in this respect as well as others. 
If you know favorite resorts build,beforo 
the birds come, blinds of brush of corn- 
fodder, or sink a barrel flush with the 
surface. 
Fine sport can sometimes be 
obtained 
by having someone row you 
around among the little swampy estuarios, 
especially in the spring after the mallards 
have paired but not yet departed. 
In 
shallow reed beds "or among tho wild 
celery you can often wade out in high 
rubbers and have some good shots. 


The wood duck, which, like the poor, 
is always with us, does not dccoy well, 
and its call is simply inimitable. 
In 
sneaking 
along 
the banks of streams 
watch well the bends or pools near a 
large log. 
The **water-gap" is a favor- 
ite ))lace. 
So far as my knowledge goes 
this is the only duok that perches away

that you can see the color-markings on. 
Hold well ahead. 
It is fall and 
flight 
combined, remember, as he sweeps to 
the water's surface.

The key 
to success may lie largely in concealment. 
Never dress conspicuously. 
If you can, 
keep your drab coat outside, and for ex- 
tra warmth put on more woolen under- 
wear.

It may 
be well to remember that ducks are said 
always to alight against the wind, and 
that you are moie likely to kill if you 
fire just as they aro about to drop than 
if you wait till they have settled.

Of course it is well to havo a retriever 
when shooting ducks, but there are times 
when it is too cold to use ono much with- 
out great cruelty, especially if ho cannot 
be allowed ea:ercise. 
A waterspaniel is 
¿^ood, a Chesapeake Bay dog better, but 
if only occasional hunter your bird dog 
should be trained to answer. 
The best 
I ever saw was a pointer though, that w u 


irom its nest, so you can look well on 
over-hanging branches or logs projecting 
from the water. 
It nests in trees. 
Tho 
black duck also breeds in tho South,ani 
tho butterball also breeds in trees. 
The 
gad-well breeds anywhere, but Alaska 
aud the Northwest are favorite resorts of 
most of tho species, 
I havo fright- 
ened tho pintail from her nest on tho 
praries 
of 
Dakota, 
whence 
in 
sad 
plumage, barely able to fly, she betook 
herself to tho lakelet that is always near. 
Hybrids 
of this bird and the mallard 
havo been frequently taken, and 
it has 
been 
proved 
that those breed among 
themselves. 
On these 
Northwestern 
lakes the young aro foupd abundantly in 
the middle summer, where they 
thrive, 
and grow adept at hiding among tho 
reeds. 


The style of duck nests vary with tho 
species, but with a few exceptions they 
aro all lined with feathers from 
the 
birds' breast. 
Tho blackhead has only 
a few rude sticks, v/hile the nest of the 
eider is at tho other extreme of comfort. 
At first this downy lining is 
exclusively 
from the mother's plumes, but when tho 
rapacious down hunters exhaust that tho 
drake '»bares his breast*' in the interest 
of posterity. 
The eggs of all ducks are 
unusually from six to ten—much like tho 
domestic birds 
in coloring—with 
only 
one brood a year in tho high latitudes. 
Perhaps those nesting in the South may 
raise a second brood, but I have seen no 
record of it,—St, Louis Republic.

CHINESE 
ENGLtSH. 


Como MlgtakfS TU«t Ar« Mafia bj WrXterñ 
of Ulnteot Slorie«. 


It is well known that the Chinese 
cannot master the sound of the letter 
•T," but this has proved the roek on 
which many professed writers of the 
Chinese dialect has come to j^rief. 
They do recojrnize the fact that while 
John Chinaman cannot make the 
sound he is fertile in expedients to 
avoid it. 
Two illustrations will show 
how easy it is to blunder on this 
point. 
In an early edition of one of 
Bret Harte's stories—altered we be- 
lieve In later editions—he makes a 
Chineseservantcall himself ^'Ah Ri,'* 
which is a manifest 
impossibility. 
His name would certainly have been 
•«Ah Li," for the initial 
would 


not only come tripphigly from his 
tonirue, but not at all. 
But in the 
same or another story he makes a 
Chinaman call his employer 
*»Mr. 
Fostel,*' his name beinsi Köster. Tsow, 
no »»Ciiinese person," to quote the re- 
striction act, would ever say 
He would soften the last syllable of 
the name and call it *4'V)stah," just 
as the name »^^orter" in his mouth 
would become *^Potah," very like the 
negro pronunciation of the same 
word. 


The authoress of »*A Summer in a 
Canon" has criven a very good exam- 
ple of the diiliculties of the Chinese 
with the letter 
She makes one 


of heroines, a mischevious friri, select 
a reading lesson for the Chinese cook, 
who wants to learn English. The 
lesson is made up of such sentences as 
•'The grass is green," 
»•The rose is 
red," and the like. Of course, they 
became in Hop Sing's mouth 
'»The 
glass is gleen," *'The lose is led," and 
so on. 
The whole scene is a excellent 
study in broken China, savs the San 
Francisco Chronicle, 
and is com- 
mended to ambitious Eastern writers 
who want to try their hands at En- 
glish as she is spoken by the Chinese 
in California. 


The letter '»j" is another which 
presents diillcultics to John, which, 
however, he usually resolves by mak- 
ing it into *»ch." I t may be slightly 
exaggerated to say that Chinese schol- 
ars in Sunday-school know the author* 
and founder of the Christian faith as 
••Cliee Cly," but it is not very far out 
of the way. An American of this 
city, an interpreter of the Chinese 
language, whose given name is »»Jer- 
ome," is usually known 
among the 
Chinescas »'Chee Loam," they, per- 
haps, imagining that that is all the 
name that belongs to him. 


I t should be noted, too, that the 
Chinese in California do not use the 
lingua franca called' 
»»pigeon En- 
glish," which is employed in China. 
Such an expression as '»My bUong 
topside," meaning »'I live higher up," 
is never heard here. 
The Chinese in 
this State try to talk English, and 
some of them succeed fairly well, al- 
though the *»r" and »»j" are too much 
for them. 


This is not an attempt a t an ex- 
haustive study of Chinese English, 
but rather a note of warning to am- 
bitious dialect from bo(»ks. If they 
will but bear in mind that **r" does 
not become *»1" unless it carries the 
genuine *'r" sound, and that sucha 
word, for example, as »»Berkley" is 
not »»BeJcley" in the Chinese tongue, 
but something 
more nearly 
resem- 
bling "Bahkley," they will be saved 
from blunders which 
make 
their 
sketches and stories rather ludicrous 
than humorous to those who are ac- 
customed to the dialect.

his voyage of discovery Geneose and 
Florentine maidens '»of baitn highe 
and lowe estait" had all the privileges 
in that line which their Scottish and 
English sisters enjoyed,—St. Louin 
liejjublic.
